A. EEC At the EEC Agriculture Ministers’ session on 
Tuesday, West Germany's Minister Schwartz set the 
tone with a declaration that Bonn is unwilling "on 
principle" to reduce its grain prices (the highest 
in EEC). He anticipates inflationary price rises 
will gradually bring the other member's prices in- 
to line. The outlook appears no better for a re- 
duction in duties on poultry which the council will 
consider next week. 

B. Turkey Ankara and Istanbul are outwardly quiet 
under martial law. The prevailing mood is one of 
regret, not so much that the coup failed (it had
